It was quite apparent to me, how­ 
ever, that I was worse off in the city 
t h a n I had been in the fields, aud I 
decided to get out of that house just 
as soon as I knew definitely that H uy­ 
liger had made up his mind to do noth­ 
ing further for me. 
When I was not at the keyhole of the 
door I spent most of my day on the top 
floor in a room which looked out on the 
street. By keeping well away from the 
w indow I could see much of what was 
going on without being seen myself. 
In my restlessness, I used to walk back 
and forth iii that room and I kept it up 


so constantly that I believe I must have 
worn a path in the floor.

steps from one wall to the other, and
